Happy New Year, Hope your Holidays Were
Great! The Town Council, Town Staff and I wish
each and every Cheverlian, young and old a healthy
and happy New Year! We all had a great 2017, so
let’s work together to make 2018 even better!

Cheverly Sector Plan Map Amendment: By now
everyone knows about the potential Map Amendment
to the Cheverly Sector that would potentially allow
development in the Magruder Springs green area.
Therefore, I won’t go into detail on the background.

On Thursday December 21st the Planning Board held
a hearing on the Map Amendment and decided to rec-
ommend that the District Council "deny" the inclusion
of the proposed Map Amendment into the Cheverly
Sector Plan. YAY!!

The Planning Board reviewed the analysis provided
by the Maryland National Capital Park and Planning
Commission staff. They provided an analysis of the
public testimony both verbal and written. There were
over 619 statements made regarding the Map Amend-
ment, all but one was in opposition.

That means that approximately 10% of Cheverly's
total population rallied to the cause by providing a
public comment. Cheverly’s response is the talk of
Upper Marlboro and Annapolis as this type of re-
sponse is rarely seen.

The schedule for a final decision from the District
Council remains the same:

1) Transmission of Recommendation to District Coun-
cil (12/27)

2) Official receipt of recommendation by District
Council (1/9)

3) Earliest Possible decision by District Council (1/23)

Congratulations to all the residents of Cheverly, and a
special thank you to the individuals who spearheaded
the letter writing campaign; Laila Riazi, Joani & Gabe
Horchler, Dan Smith, Christal Surowicz, and Jack
Warner.

Hey Mike, What about Transit Oriented Develop-
ment near the Metro? Many folks have asked me
“Does this mean Cheverly is against Transit Oriented
Development?” This could not be further from the
truth, the Cheverly Sector Plan document screams for
denser development along Tuxedo Road, at the Hospi-
tal Site, and elsewhere in the Cheverly area. The Sec-
tor Plan clearly articulates the need for denser devel-
opment to provide more housing options to both cur-
rent and future residents of Cheverly. This month, I
spent three hours with a member of the County’s Eco-
nomic Development Corporation touring the area and
discussing possible commercial and residential devel-
opment areas with them.

Hey Mike, What happens if the District Council
Approves the Map Amendment? Obviously, it
would be incredibly disappointing to all of us if the
County Council (sitting as the District Council) ap-
proved the Map Amendment paving the way for fu-
ture development. The best, cheapest and quickest
way to put an end to this issue is for the County Coun-
cil to deny the Map Amendment on January 23™.

However, the Town Council and I want to be clear
Cheverly is in this for the long term and we will con-
tinue to fight this initiative even if the District Council
approves it. Please note, that the developer only con-
trols a single acre of land in the area; the remaining
property (about 8 acres) is primarily owned by the
county. For the developer to be successful, the county
must declare this land “surplus” and the developer
must acquire it.

To that end, the Town Council has already voted on
and submitted the documentation needed to acquire
the county property in the area should the county de-
clare this land surplus. According to existing county
code, a municipality has priority in the “surplus” land
process so we should be able to acquire it prior to the
developer. However, the “surplus” land process is not
a quick process. It is only done once a year, and fre-
quently later in the year so we would not know the
result until late in 2018. Of course this means the de-
veloper could not do anything either.

Lastly, the Town Council is committed to objecting to
any development in the area and will attempt to utilize
the county zoning code to ensure that development
does not occur here. While I can’t imagine county
zoning staff allowing a building in this area, the Town
would certainly have many issues which can be used
to fight it; FEMA Flood Zones, Historical Sites, Traf-
fic Patterns, Parking Limits and many other issues.

Budget Season is Right around the Corner: Please
no! Isn’t budget season when the Mayor writes long
winded articles about how Cheverly receives and
spends money, while also droning on about budget
strategies? Yup, it’s that time! Good news though, I
haven’t had the time to begin documentation, so this
update is brief.

All in all, the Town’s financial condition continues to
improve. The Town’s Fund Balance increased by
$532K and now is at $3,030K. This places Cheverly
in a wonderful financial position and given the poten-
tial of land acquisition discussed above ensures our
flexibility.

The $532K net positive for FY17 was driven by in-
creased revenues, and continued flat year over year
operating spending. Revenues increased by $834K
while expenses driven by capital expenditures grew by
$358K. Kudos continues go to our town staff who
continually provide quality service while keeping op-
erating costs constant.

What drove the increase in revenues? Y our property
taxes contributed only 15% of the increase ($130K),
the rest came from increased income taxes, increased
hotel taxes, grants and other sources. This is great
news, because as other sources of revenues continue
to grow it relieves the pressure on your property taxes.

So yes, the Council will once again consider the Prop-
erty Tax Rate in the upcoming year as well as ensure
we retain funds in the Fund Balance to allow us the
flexibility to meet our infrastructure needs.

Your County Tax Rate will go down: I will spend a
little more time on this in future newsletters, but be-
cause Cheverly residents receive their Police and Pub-
lic Works Services from the town, you do not have to
pay the county for these specific services. Every year
Cheverly residents pay less than Prince Georgians in
unincorporated areas. Unfortunately as the School
Budget becomes a growing percentage of the County
Budget, the tax differential has continued to decrease.
However, the good news is that Cheverly residents
will pay approximately 1 cent less on their county
property taxes next year. More later!

A Trust Act for Cheverly: The Town Council will
have the third and final reading of the Trust Act dur-
ing the January 14™ Town Council Meeting. At this
time the Trust Act appears to have the support of the
council. If you wish to speak to this topic or any topic
please come to the Town Hall meeting.

Public Input at Town Meetings: Every once in a
while someone asks if they can speak at a meeting at
Town Hall. The answer is an emphatic yes, and the
council is very genuinely interested in listening to all
Cheverly residents. So hear is a primer:

Town Meetings (2™ Thursday of Month): Any resi-
dent is welcome to speak to any item that appears on
the agenda. If a resident would like to speak to some-
thing not on the agenda they are welcome to raise the
subject during Citizen Input. Citizen Input is not inter-
active, however many issues raised by residents are
placed on the next work session agenda where conver-
sation is more interactive.

Work Sessions (4" Thursday of Month): Any resident
is welcome to speak to any topic on the agenda. The
only rule is that unless you are invited guest, the
council addresses the issue first then citizens are
asked to participate.

Of course residents are encouraged to call or email
their council members to voice their positions on any
issue being considered by the council.

Cheverly Cops, Kids and Family: This year, the
Cheverly Police Department identified 10 individual
children and 10 families that, because of financial
problems, are unable to provide presents or personal
gifts to family members during the holiday season.
These children and families, in many cases, do not
always have sufficient accommodations to meet daily
living standards never mind make the holidays a spe-
cial time of celebration. As part of their community-
oriented policing, as well as their personal and profes-
sional commitment to the welfare of the Cheverly
community, the Cheverly Police Department sponsors
a program called “Cheverly Cops, Kids, and Fami-
lies.” As part of this program, the children are treated
to a shopping experience sponsored by the Town, fol-
lowed by a luncheon and a visit by Santa at our police
complex.

This year’s program was especially successful due to
the sponsorship of Walmart, Mosaic, Subway and es-
pecially you the citizens of Cheverly who donated
over $1,600 to the program. In speaking with Chief
Robshaw after this year’s event he is looking for op-

portunities to continue the momentum throughout the
year and hopes to present some ideas to council later.

The Dog Park: Gosh, I hate admit how many times I
have to say “this one’s on me!” To get everyone up to
speed, very early this year we received preliminary
approval from the State Highway Administration to
use their land behind the Public Works Building for a
Dog Park. This kicked off a lot of activity. Residents
formed a Dog Park Committee and came up with a
basic agreement with the Town as to how a Dog Park
would be constructed, managed and utilized. The
concept was discussed with the Planning Board and
the Green Infrastructure Committee and everything
was poised to move forward, except I delayed the sub-
mission of a site plan to SHA.

Unfortunately, when the delay occurred I lost touch
with the original folks we were dealing with and we
had to establish a new relationship. This caused a
lengthy delay, and now we are working to satisfy re-
quirements such as insurance, liability, termination
clause (if ever needed), maintenance standards, etc. It
appears that we have made great progress over the last
three weeks and hope to have word in January.

Cheverly Year in
Review 2017

Every year I like to look back and see just how much
happens in our quiet little town. For many years I
tried to document the efforts of the many groups and
individuals, but of course that list grew too long and I
invariably left too many things out. So today I am
going to focus on the efforts of Town Staff.

However, before I do I want to say once again that

while our town staff provide great service to the town,

it is you the residents of the town that make Cheverly

great. Two special shout outs for the citizens:

o The amazing efforts of our citizenry to welcome
or refugee neighbors into our community.

e The tremendous outpouring of public support to
save our Magruder Springs woods.

Public Works:

e Every day our Public Works staff works to pro-
vide us services. This year they removed trash to
the tune of 27 appliances, 7 pallets of electronics,
450 tons of recycling, 470 tons of yard waste and
over a million tons of normal refuse.

e Completed a project that will end the ongoing
flooding of the Public Works Building.

¢ Installed environmentally friendly storm water
treatment in Town Park,

e Completely repaired the Cheverly sign at Lando-
ver Road and Cheverly Avenue as well as replaced
the Cheverly sign at Crest Avenue and Carlyle.

e Installed refuse receptacles at Montrose and Ma-
gruder Springs Bus Stops.

e Completely renovated the Town Park baseball
fields by installing a new batting cage, dugouts,
backstops, as well as new recycling and refuse re-
ceptacles.

e Completed a yearlong project to upgrade the town
property at 6301 Kilmer by demolishing the home,
upgrading the garage, terracing the property and
removing the chain link fence.

e Purchased three new trucks, an F-250, F-750 and a
backhoe.

e Planted over 70 trees on Public and Private Prop-
erty.

e To meet environment standards a new canopy was
built over the fuel island in the Public Works yard
and a shelter over our salt storage.

Rented a bucket truck and trimmed the dead
branches of over 60 street trees and unfortunately
had to remove 26 diseased trees (mostly from the
Emerald Ash borer).

e Reconstructed Lake Avenue with new ramps, side-

walks, crosswalks, curbs and gutters from Benton

Road to Forest Road. (we’ll finish Lake next year)

Re-Applied for and received award for our 21st

Tree City USA award

e Re-Applied for and became A “Sustainable Mary-
land Certified Municipality”

e Re-Applied for and received an award as a
“Maryland Plant Community”

e Delivered 126 loads of mulch to Cheverly resi-
dents (and we still have more)

o Milled the old asphalt, paved the parking, and in-
stalled new gutters and swells in front of Town
Hall leading to Town Park.

Public Safety:

e Observed the lowest violent crime rate in the last 5
years.

Purchased and installed new dashboard video
camera systems that capture exterior and interior
vehicle views as well as uploading of body worn
camera footage.

Purchased and distributed ceramic body armor for
all officers to improve safety.

Updated all Departmental computers to Office 365
and installed new server, enabling more efficient
electronic reporting of in-vehicle electronic house
checks and duty reports.

Continued to reach out to the community through
events like; Public Safety Day, 3 on 3 Basketball
and Cheverly Cops, Kids and Families Holiday
Program.

Continued to extend the CPACT program by es-
tablishing Street Meets, where the Cheverly Police
come to a corner near you and answer any ques-
tions that you may have.

e Purchased three new Ford Explorer police vehi-
cles, equipped with video, radar, multiple radio
systems, and mobile data terminals (computers),
making Cheverly police vehicles tops in the State
of Maryland according to WBAL television.

o Purchased and installed new License Plate Reader
on a Cheverly police vehicle

o Hired two new police officers scheduled to gradu-
ate from the Southern Maryland Criminal Justice
Academy in February 2018

cause of financial problems, are unable to provide presents
or personal gifts to family members during the holiday sea-
son. These children and families, in many cases, do not
always have sufficient accommodations to meet daily liv-
ing standards never mind make the holidays a special time
of celebration. This year, members of the Department ac-
companied 10 children to a day of free shopping, provided
lunch, and then had a visit from “Santa” who presented
each child with a gift.

I would like to specifically thank Mosaic Printing of
Cheverly for the donation of gifts; Subway for its donation
of discounted food; Walmart for the large money donation;
and, all of the residents of Cheverly who made personal
donations that made this event a great success. The Chever-
ly Police Department relies on its community partners for
support of its many programs, and especially the residents
of Cheverly who have always made the community’s po-
lice/resident partnership such a huge success.

CRIME IN 2017: For the first time in many years, crime
was up in Cheverly in 2017. A two month spike in burglary
and theft was the largest contributor to this rise, while vio-
lent crime dropped to a new 5-year low. The Department is
working on a number of new strategies to reduce crime,
and starting in January 2018, will publish ways in which
the community can contribute to a positive crime outcome
next year.

“TWENTY IS PLENTY” — One of the CPD’s Spring ini-
tiatives in 2018 is called “Twenty Is Plenty.” The “twenty”
in the phrase refers to the 20 mph speed limit that is appli-
cable to most streets in Cheverly and the “plenty” indicates
that this speed is more than enough given the narrow, curvy
nature of so many Cheverly streets. As part of this initia-
tive, CPD officers will be issuing Maryland State Citations
for speeding in lieu of warnings in an effort to ensure the
safety of all drivers and pedestrians who utilize our streets.
Please obey the speed limit throughout Town and have a
safe and prosperous new year.

VEHICLE DONATIONS — As we approach the end of
the current tax year, we encourage all Cheverly resi-
dents who wish to donate a vehicle to the Department to
do so by December 31, 2017. The CPD works very hard to
get the most we can for every donation and we frequently
use a local government website to auction vehicles. This
auction process takes several weeks and has, to date, been

the most profitable way to turn your donation into usable
dollars for the Department. All monies from donations are
spent to purchase new equipment, such as the “Street
Meets” trailer, and there are no hidden administrative costs.
A very big thanks to everyone who has donated a vehicle
this year!!!!

SOLICITORS - One of the inevitable types of incidents
that seem to rise in the summer is that of persons soliciting
without a permit. All residents are encouraged to call the
police whenever a solicitor confronts them. Solicitors in
Cheverly are required to display a permit issued by the
Town (that must be displayed upon request of any Town
resident) and they are required to leave private property
immediately when told to do so by a homeowner or face
trespassing charges. Please do not hesitate to call the CPD
if a solicitor knocks on your door.

Cheverly Village offers our community building blocks necessary for a healthy brain, a healthy life
and a healthy heart, no matter one’s age. “Aging in Motion” is not just Cheverly Village’s logo.
When we say we are “helping Cheverly seniors to stay in community and age in motion,” we are
saying we are committed to supporting a connected, thriving, intergenerational future in this town
that we love.

As we enter 2018, we will provide even more opportunities for our neighbors with fully mature
brains to continue to engage with their peers, other community members and volunteers. We will
continue to provide volunteers of any developmental age with the direct experience of knowing
people who have reached their true brain maturity and are aging well.

GREEN @ HOME -- Birds in Winter

It’s time to think about keeping your yard bird-friendly through the winter.

Finding food can be especially challenging for birds during days with extreme cold temperatures. Setting up a
backyard bird feeder makes their lives easier and ours more enjoyable as we can observe the birds up close
and in comfort.. Take a look at your property from a bird's perspective. Does it provide the three basic things
that all birds need from their habitats?

e FOOD: In winter, set up your bird feeder. If you don’t tidy up your yard and flowerbeds in fall, birds will
love you for the seeds. Rake fallen leaves under your shrubs to act as mulch -- that encourages beneficial
insects which will be bird food. Throughout the year your bird-friendly landscaping will provide fruit,
seeds, beneficial insects, and other small animals that birds feed upon.

e WATER: Even in winter, birds need water for drinking and bathing.

o SHELTER: Whether it's a safe place for sleeping, a protected haven from the elements, a hiding place to
elude predators, or a secure nesting spot, providing shelter is an important way to make your property bird
-friendly. Leave dead limbs and trees in place. Recycle dead branches to start a brush pile; add your old
